No. 10/15/73-C.5.//* — The rules for a competitive exami- 
nation to be held by the Union Public Service Commission in 
1974 for the purpose of filling temporary vacancies in the 
following serviccs/posts, arc published for general informa- 
tion ; 

(i) Indian Foreign Service (B) — (Grade II of the Steno- 
graphers’ sub-cadre); 


(ii) Railway Bo;*rd Secretariat Stenographers’ Service — 
Grade H (for inclusion in the Select List of the 
Grade); 

(iii) Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service — Grade 
IT (for inclusion in the Select List of the Grade); 

(iv) Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ Service 
— Grade II; 

(v) Posts of Stenographers in the office of the Central 
Vigilance Commission, Delhi, and 

(vi) Posts of Stenographers in the departments/argaoisa- 
iions and Attached Offices of the Government of India 
not participating in the LF.S^ (B)/Railway Board Sec- 
retariat Stenographers’ Service/Central Secretariat 
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Ste-nogmphers’ Scrvice/Arnicd Forces Headqiiarlers 
Slcno^iraphers’ Service, 


A candida-le may apply for admission to the examination 
in lespccl of any one or more of the scrviccs/posls mention- 
cj above. He may specify in his application as many of 
llic:.e vServices/posts as he may wish to be considered 
for. 

Note J. — Candidates are required to specify clearly the 
order of preferences for the Services/posts for which they 
wioh to be considered, No request for alteration in the order 
of preferences for the Serviecs/posts originally indicated by a 
candidate in his npplicatlonj would be considered unless such 
a lequest is received in the office of the Union Public Service 
C onirTiission on or before 3 I St October, 1974. 

No'ie 2.’^Some departmenls/ofllce^s of the Government of 
India making recruitment through this examination would 
require only English Stenographers; and appointments to 
posts of Stenographers in these departments/offlees on the 
results of this examination will be made only from amongst 
those who are recommended by the Commission on the basis 
of the Written Test and Shorthand Tests in English (of para 3 
of Appendix 1) to the Rules. 

2. The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix I 
to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

3. (!) A candidate must be either — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a- subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India before the 
1st January, 1962 with the intention of permanently 
settling in India, or 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka (formerly known as 
Ceylon) and East African countries of Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania 
(formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) with the inten- 
tion of permanently settling in India : 

Provided that a candidate belonging To categories (c), (d), 
(c) and (f) above shall be a pei^on in whose favour a certi- 
ficate of eligibility has been issued by the Government of 
India. 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates who arc non-citizens in category (f) 
above who entered service under the Government of India 
before the commencement of the Constitution, viz., 26th 
January, 1950 and who have continued in such service since 
then. Any such person who re-entered on may re-enter such 
service with break after the 26th January, 1950, will, however, 
require certificate of cligibilty in the usual way. 

Provided further that candidates belonging to categories 
(c), (d) and (e) above will not be eligible for appointment 
to the Indian Foreign Service (B) — ^(Grade 11 of the Steno- 
graphers’ Sub-Cad je ) . 

(2) A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
nccessaiy may be admitted to the examination and he may 
also provisionally be appointed subject to the necessary certi- 
ficate being given to him by the Government, 

4. A candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled Caste or 
a Scheduled Tribe or is not a resident of the Union Territory 
of Pondicherry or is not a migrant from Kenya, Uganda and 
the United Republic of Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika 'Tmd 
Zanzibar), shall not be permitted to compete more than twice 
at the examination, but this restriction shall be effective from 
the examination held in 1962. 


Note 1. — For the purpose of this rule, a candidate shall be 
deemed to have competed at the examination once for all 
llie Services/posts covered by the examination, if he com- 
petes for any one or more of the Scrviccs/pods, 

Note 2. — A candidate shall be deemed to have competed at 
the examination if he actually appears in any one or more 
subjects. 

5. (A) A candidate for admission to this exammation must 
have attained the age of 18 years and must not Have attained 
the age of 25 years on 1st January, 1974, he must have 
been born not earlier than 2nd January, 1949, and not later 
than 1st January, 1956. 

(B) The upper age limit will be rclaxable up to the age of 
35 years in respect of persons who have been regularly 
appoinld as Slcnographcis (including language Stenogra- 
phers)/Clerks/Stenolypists in the various Ueparlmcnts /Offices 
of the Government of India including those under the Union 
Territories Administrations or in the offices of the Election 
Commission and the Central Vigilance Commission, and have 
rendered not less than 3 years continuous service as Steno- 
graphers (including language Stenographers) /Clerks/Steno- 
typists on 1st January, 1974 and continue to be so employed. 

Provided that the above age relaxation will not be available 
to persons appointed as Stenographers, on the basis of earlier 
examinations, held by the Umon Public Service Commission, 
in : — 

(i) Central Secretariat Stenographers' Service Grade II; 
or 

(ii) Railway Board vSecretarial vStenographers’ Service 
Grade IT; or 

(iii) Indian Foreign Service (B) Grade IT of the Steno- 
graphers’* Sub Cadre, or 

(iv) Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers* Service 
Grade IT, 

Note I — Service rendered by R.M,S. Sorters employed in 
Subordinate offices of P. & T. Deptt. shall be treat- 
ed as service rendered in the grade of Clerk for 
purpose of Rule 5(B) above. 

Note 2. — Service rendered by Service dorks employed in 
Defence installations, shall not be counted for the 
purpose of Rule 5(B) above, 

(C) The upper age limit in all the above cases, will be 
further rclaxable 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate belongs 
to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide displaced person from erstwhile East 
Pakistan and had migrated to India on or after 1st 
January, 19M but before 25tli March, 197J; 

(iii) up to ii maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide, displaced person from erst- 
while F^st Pakistan and had migrated to India on or 
after Isl January, 1964 but before 25th March 1971; 

(iv) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate is 
a resident of the Union Territory of Pondicherry, 
and has received education through the medium of 
French at some stage; 

(v) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Sri Lanka 
(formerly known as Ceylon) and has migrated to 
India on or after 1st November, 1964 under the 
Indo-Ceylon Agreement of October, 1964; 

(vi) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Sri Lanka (formerly known as Ceylon) and has 
migrated to India on or after 1st November, 196^1 
under the Indo-CcHon Agreement of October 1964; 
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(vii) iip io a maAi»7ium of three years If a candidate is 
ol: Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania (for- 
mei’ly Tanganyika and Zanzibar). 

(viii) Dp to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma 
and has migrated to India on or after Ist June, 
1963; 

(ix) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and 
is also bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Burma and has migrated to India on or after 1st 
June, 1963; 

(x) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Defence vServices personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed at'ea, and released as a consequence there- 
of; 

(xi) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel, disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence there- 
of and who belong to the Scheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Trilxes; 

(xii) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during TnJo-Pak hostilities of 1971, and released 
as a consequence thereof; and 

(xiii) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of Border 
Security Force personnel disabled in operations during' 
Tndo-Pak hostilities of 1971, and released as a con- 
sequence thereof who belong to the Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE, THE AGE LIMITS 
PRESCRIBED ABOVE SHALL IN NO CASE BE 
RELAXED. 

N,B.— (i) rhe candidature of a person who Is admitted 
to the examination under the age concession mentioned in 
Rule 5(B) above, shall be cancelled, If after submitting his 
application, he resigns from service or his services are termi- 
nated by his department, either before or after taking the 
examination. He will, however continue to be eligible if he is 
retrenched from the service or post after submitting his appli- 
cation. 

(ii) A Stenographer (including language Stenographers)/ 
Clerk /Stenotypist who is on deputation to an ex-cadre post 
with the approval of the competent authority will be eligible 
to be admitted to the examination, if otherwise eligible.
